REMARKS

Patent No. 6,464,381 to Anderson, Jr. et al. in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,013,967 to Hirotaka et 
al. Applicants have cancelled claim 1. Therefore, Applicants request that the Examiner 
withdraw the rejection.
